The Law of Interstate commerce and its Federal Regulation. By Fred- 
erick N. Judson, ot the St. Louis Bar. T. H. Flood & Co., Chicago : 1905. 

This is a most timely work upon a subject of great and ever growing 
importance. The author was well fitted for his task not only on account 
of his experience in interstate commerce matters, having been special 
counsel for the U. S. Government in recent alleged violations of the act 
governing commerce between the States, but also because of his experience 
as an author, having written a standard work on the "Law of Taxation." 
The work includes not only the decisions, of the courts, but the rulings of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. It discusses pending legislation, 
business and labor combinations, and the law of injunction as related to 
interstate commerce. It includes all the Federal Statutes regulating 
carriers, including the Interstate Commerce Act, Anti-Trust Act, and the 
Safety Act, all of which are annotated not only with the decisions of the 
courts, but with the rulings of the Commission. We are specially inter- 
ested in the author's discussion of the attachment of rolling stock of rail- 
roads, a question upon which we touched in 10 Va. Law Reg. 270, and 11 
Va. Law Reg. 57. The author comes to the conclusion that cars of foreign 
railroads cannot in general be attached, and in addition to the cases already 
mentioned by us on the page first referred to, the author cites Michigan v. 
C. M. & L. 8- R. Co., 1 111. App. 399, and remarks that the same ruling is 
reported to have been made by certain United States Circuit Courts, but 
that the case has not been officially reported.
